An  active  Airmen  is  one  who  hold  both  an  airmen  certificate  and 
a  valid  medical  certificate.  Airmen  who  must  have  a  valid  medical 
to  exercise  the  privileges  of  their  certificate  are  all  airplane 
pilots,  control  tower  operators,  flight  navigators,  and 
lighter-than-air  pilots  are  not  required  to  have  a  medical 
examination  but  the  numbers  represent  only  those  who  had  a  valid 
medical  certificate.  Mechanics,  parachute  riggers,  ground 
instructors,  and  dispatchers  certificates  represent  all  certificates 
on  record  at  the  Aeronautical  Center.
